Berlin, Dec. 2—(Via wireless to Lon­ 
don).—The German official statement 
issued today claims the capture of a 
strong French position in the Argonne 
forest by Emperor William’s own regi­ 
ment. The text of the communication 
says: 
“In the western theatre of war the 
enemy made insignificant advances, 
which were checked. 
“The forest of Argonne, a strong 
point of support of the enemy, was 
taken by the Wurtemberg infantry, 
Regiment No. 120, his majesty the kai­ 
ser’s own regiment. On this occasion 
twro officers and about 300 troops were 
taken prisoners. 
‘There is no news from East Prus­ 
sia. 
‘In Northern Poland the battles are 
taking their normal course. 
“In Southern Poland the enemy’s 
attacks were repulsed. A report* cir­ 
culated in the foreign press, that the 
23,000 prisoners taken by us at Kutno 
are included in the 14,000 Russians 
reported by us previously, is untrue. 
“In the battles at Wloclawck, Kut­ 
no, Lodz and Lowicz, the eastern army 
bar taken, between Nov. ll and Dec. 
I. over 80,000 unwounded Russian 
prisoners ”

of water, public roads and railroads. 
To prevent cholera, keep your hogs 
away from public roads and streams.

peus and sleeping 
quarters. 
Quick lime is a good dis­ 
infectant. 
It is very important to 
keep the hogs in good health 
Tile 
government recommends the follow­ 
ing for keeping hogs in condition: 
Wood 
charcoal,

phur, two pounds; baking soda, two 
pounds; salt, two 
pounds; 
sodium 
hyposulphite, 
two 
pounds; Glauber 
salts, one pound; antimony sulphide, 
one pound. 
A dose is a tablespoonful for each 
two hundred pounds of hogs once or 
twice a day, given iii slops. 
If hogs 
have worms, use the following: San­ 
tonin, 
six 
grains; 
calomel, 
four 
grains, per hundredweight of hogs. 
Feed in a thin slop when bowels are 
empty. 
Every carcass of a dead ani­ 
mal should be burned or buried twc 
or three feet deep. 
If cholera appears in the neighbor­ 
hood, vaccinate all hogs promptly.

2.—Report­ 
ing to the American Public Health as­ 
sociation here today some of the re­ 
turns of last summer's anti-fly cam­ 
paign in New York city. Philip 
S. 
Platt, superintendent of tile Bureau oi 
Public 
Health and Hygiene of the 
New York Association for improving 
the Condition of the Poor, declared 
that vigorous j^otection against the 
fly had been proved a factor in reduc­ 
ing sickness among New' York's tene­ 
ment babies. 
The general cleanup bf a neighbor­ 
hood, accompanied by a reduction in 
the number of flies, he said, resulted 
iii one-third as'm uch communicable 
disease as occurred in a dirty, insani­ 
tary, fly-prevalent district. 
l 
But to determine how great a factor 
w'as the fly alone in communicating 
disease, an intensive campaign was 
carried out in 1,200 tenement homes. 
Twelve nurses and three supervisors 
visited each home every five days. 
Every effort was made to protect the 
infants from flies. 
Over a thousand yards of netting 
were distributed free of cost, and fly 
killing was also undertaken system­ 
atically. 
The results [were definitely 
indicative of less sickness, but general 
cleanliness seemed to be more impor­ 
tant than simply protecting the in­ 
fant from flies. 
Over three times as much diarrhea 
occurred in the poorly protected, dirty 
homes, as in the well-protected', clean 
ones, he found.

Berlin, Dec, 2.—The German sur­ 
geons have begun to talk about their 
experiences in healing the wounded 
in this war. 
Prof. Payr, of Leipsic 
university, who is acting as surgeon- 
general to the Saxon army, recently 
delivered an address at one of the 
improvised hospitals on the line of 
the German communications, in which 
he gave much interesting informa­ 
tion on this subject. 
Payr pointed out that 
the 
balls 
lsed in shrapnel shells produce much 
more dangerous wounds 
that 
rifle 
bullets. 
They carry into the body 
fragmentas of clothing, a correspond­ 
ing quantity of dangerous germs; and 
they are much more 
likely 
to 
be 
lodged in the body. 
There was sup­ 
puration in TO to 75 per cent of cases. 
The same danger is still more seri­ 
ous with wounds from fragments ol 
shells. 
It was found, too, that this 
war has been especially marked by 
the 
great 
number of such wosnds. 
Not only do shell fragments carry 
germs into the body 
with 
hits 
o 
lothing, but the 
dangerous 
gasses 
from the shrapnel explosion often ad­ 
here to the fragments and balls in 
ufficient quantities 
to 
poison 
the 
wound. 
Lockjaw is often produced 
by wounds of this character; but by 
vaccinating patients with a tetanus 
serum the German 
surgeons 
have 
materially reduced the ratio of deaths 
n such cases since the first weeks o 
File war. 
Especially 
dangerous 
are 
the 
wounds 
caused 
by 
fragments 
of 
Tombs thrown by aviators. Even very 
small fragments often produce much 
more dangerous wounds than much 
arger 
pieces 
of 
ordinary 
shells. 
These 
small 
fragments 
penetrate 
■ery deep into 
the 
body, 
cutting 
hrough all blood vessels; and thick 
nasses of muscle are cut through as 
vith a sharp knife. Aeroplane bombs 
dso frequently cause bad burns. 
So far as simple flesh wounds from 
small calibre rifles 
are 
concerned, 
“’ayr found that these heal very rap- 
dly. 
In most cases 
the 
wounded 
cere able to return to the ranks with- 
n a week or tw'o. Even in cases of 
hest wounds, where the ribs are not 
ouched, healing is usually very rap- 
d, even though the lungs bo pene- 
;rated. 
A new* kind of wound 
has 
been 
caused by the sharp 
steel 
arrows 
brown at great heights by French 
aeroplanist s. 
These 
arrow's 
have 
ibout the thickness of an crdinarj 
lead pencil, and when thrown from a 
leight of about 5,000 feet strike their 
victim at the velocity of a bullet just 
leaving the muzzle of a rifle. 
Payr 
says they produce dangerous wounds. 
Dr. Payr declares that the small 
bullet 
badly 
shatters 
the 
hollow 
bones of arm and leg when striking 
them at short distances, but that at 
greater distances they tend more to 
lore a smooth hole, with little or no 
fracturing. Bones near the joints are 
shot 
through 
smoothly, 
and 
the 
wounds heal with no difficulty. 
An­ 
other effect of the present type of 
bullet is to cut through the blood ves­ 
sels, whereas they would often be 
pushed aside by the older lead bullet 
and escape disruption. 
This is re­ 
garded by Payr as one dangerous re­ 
sult of the small calibre bullet, es­ 
pecially where veins and arteries are 
cut through deep in the flesh. 
Wounds in the abdomen, says Payr, 
are most likely to heal without an 
operation than with one; and this, 
he says, was first proved in the Boer 
* 
war. The difficulty in the way of an 
operation is that it is almost impos­ 
sible to take the necessary antisep­ 
tic precautions.

Amsterdam, Dec. 2.—No better il­ 
lustration can be given of the far­ 
sightedness and thoroughness of the 
German milk, rv machine than 
the 
elaborate 
rebuilding 
operations 
in 
course of completion at Liege, 
in the 
comparatively 
short time since its 
forts were wrecked by the invader’s 
artillery, Liege has been rebuilt into 
a nidel German fortress, and pj to be 
used as an object lesson for students 
iii the German military schools 
It is 
built as though the Germans expect 
to slav. 
All the Belgian forts have been re­ 
paired, with a single exception; much 
of the old artillery has been replaced 
with Krupp fortress cannon of the 
latest type, and even the landscape 
has been remodeled with a view to 
defense. All the newest ideas of Ger­ 
man and Austrian milk ary 
experts 
have been embodied in the placing of 
ordnance, in the erection of ramparts, 
in trenches, observation places, high­ 
way mines, secondary batteries, and 
block houses. 
There is an intricate system of con­ 
necting work between 
the 
various 
nam points of the outlying defenses. 
Great attention has been paid to the 
iso of villages and forests for con­ 
cealing fortifications. 
The trenches 
ire fiat with the ground so as to be 
risible only from above, and arc pro­ 
jected with concealed barbwire entan­ 
glements. 
The trenches are drained 
and partially covered for protection 
against rain and snow, while the width 
is ample enough to allow carriage of 
bores and ammunition without inter­ 
fering with the trops. 
A considerable part of the hard la­ 
der involved in completing the trench­ 
es is done with a “military traction 
trench digger,” which cut a furrow 
about three feet wide and three feet 
deep. 
Most of the old Belgian forts have 
been entirely remodeled; some have 
been 
raised, some lowered, with a 
view to greater efficiency of shall fire 
r to increasing the sweep of country 
which their guns can command.
